great detail the method of arriving 
at exemption, and the work generally, 
of tbe local and district board*, al' 
ready named, to carry out the task.

No Class Exemptions. 


Exemption regulations add Httle-tOf 


the terms of the draft law. The ques- 
tions of whether a man between the 
ages of 21 and 30 is entitled to exemp- 
tion because ot dependents, tbe nature 
of his occupation, or physical unfit- 
ness, are for the board to decide. It 
is made clear, however, there are to 
be no class exemptions and that each 
individual case must be decided on its 
merits. 


The county board' will pass upon 


claims for exemption, except those 
based upon industrial or agricultural 
occupation, subject to appeal to the 
district board. 
All, ewes Involving 


agricultural or Industrial exemptions 
will be passed on by the district 
board—one tor each federal judicial 
district, which- win. also decide ap- 
peals from Hw 4^^pna at tfm .l««nl ..

Already a census is being 
taken of automobiles and their owners, 
so that when these are needed the gov- 
ernment can obtain them with the least 
possible delay, writes Frederic J. His- 
kin in Chicago Dally News. 
There 


are over 3,000,000 autos In the country. 
This Is certolnly a tremendous trans- 
portation force. And Its value Is In- 
creased by the fact that a very large 
part of these ca"rs are owned only for 
pleasure and so are not essential to our 
present Industrial organization. 
Fur- 


thermore, the ownership of an automo- 
bile is usually an indication of Intelli- 
gence and of the possession of a certuin 
amount of property. We have then cer- 
tainly over a^ million cars sen-Ing no 
essential purpose except the recreation 
of their owners. 'These owners -are 
men and women of better than aver- 
age ability who can afford to devote 
time and money to the service of their 
country, and It may be safely assumed 
that a large percentage of them would 
like to render that service.

It 
Is due to the simple and inevitable 
circumstance that no farmer can accu- 
rately predict how much of a given 
truck of fruit crop his garden or or- 
chard will yield In a given year. For 
example, one farmer who was consult- 
ed with regard to this plan said sev- 
eral tons of good food were Wasted 
upon his place every year, because he 
produced more than he could use in 
fruits and vegetables, but seldom had 
enough at any one time to make it 
profitable to haul the stuff to market.

Thus in a good year for tomatoes, six 
vines will supply his family with all 
the tomatoes he can use; but In a bad 
year for tomatoes 60 vines would hard- 
ly yield enough. He plants about 40 
vines, and if the crop is heavy a large 
proportion of it Is allowed to rot on 
the ground. 
In the some way last 


year-all the watermelon vines he plant- 
ed did not give him two really good 
melons, bat this year he may be aule 
to feed watermelons to his hogs. Every 
small' 'mixed orchard in the country 
represents tons of waste.

deed Washing With Soap and Water 


Will Save Many Dollars In Rtpalr 


Bills—Avoid Soap on Highly 


Polished Body. 


Some people, pay Uttlo attention to 


the appearance of their cars, washing 
and polishing only on rare occasions. 
A cleaning and polishing is necessary 
not only because It .makes the car 
look better but because It Increases 
life aW innKes for' smooth running, 
writes H, A. Tarontous of New York 
In Orapge Judd Farmer. Hud and 
dirt on" the nmnlng'ge'ar parts, such 
as brakes, unhersals, etc.. would be 
perfectly harmless If it remained away 
from the \\orklng parts. 
However, 


the small particles work their way to 
the moving parts and cut the metal. 
This applies to the steering system 
also. 


A good cleaning of the running 


gear with soft soap and water when- 
ever the mud accumulates will save 
many dollars In repair bills. Use tepid 
water and be free with It. A large 
sponge well soaped should be used to 
free the mud from Its lodging. Do 
not use this same sponge for the body 
because the email particles of sand 
will cut the finish. Use soft cloth for 
cleaning, 


Be Csreful With Hose. 


In using a hose around the car be 


as careful as possible not to get watet 
Intotthe brake drums and other parts. 
If a little care is exercised the water 
can b« kept iway. Use the sponge 
for these places to free the mud. In 
washing the radiator direct the stream 
of the water from the rear with the 
hood lifted or off. If this Is done no 
water will get onto the motor and 
possibly Into the magneto and carbu- 
retor. Clean the steering knuckle' 
and even the r*-:ir nxle housing After 
the running pear Is clean proceed with 
the body. 


Never use smp on a highly polished 


body. 
Nothing but water should be 


used.

Tbe effect of a failure of traaiporta 


tlon faculties in modem warfare is 
well Illustrated by the present sltna 
tlon in Bussla, There seems to be no 
doubt that the failure of the Russian 
military plan, was to a very great ex 
teat the result of the disorganisation 
of the nation's railway system, a dis- 
organisation so complete that it ex- 
tended clear to Vladivostok, 6,000 miles 
behind tbe fighting line. 


At that port an accumulation o; 


arms, munltlona and supplies ahlppec 
from America for the use of the Bus- 
slan forces is piled on the ground for 
miles. Some of the flUjertal baa been 
there for more than a year. 2t may 
well be doubted whether the <Bugan 
revolution would hare come so anlekly 
to a head had the military authorities 
been able to keep the troops properly 
supplied and thus put them more 
nearly on equal terms with the enemy. 


Condition* During Spanish War. 
Nor does the Spanish war foraiab 


the only example of a failure on the 
Part of American railroads to meet 
the stresses of war conditions. Some- 
thlng'of the same sort of disorganiza- 
tion affected the railroads of the 
Northern states during the Civil war 
and resulted, in the first plan' of rail, 
way centralization for military pur- 
poses.

strated as an official of the military 
railways.

P. Green, who afterwards rose to the 
vice presidency of the Pennsylvania 
and who is still serving the company 
on its board of directors.
